Some years ago I talked with 


James A. Farley about politics | 


and citizenship. “Too many per- 
sons place the emphasis merely 
on voting,” he said. “That is 
wrong. Voting is important. But, 
after all, the ballot box is mere- 
ly a mechanism which allows ex- 
pressions of citizenship to be 
counted and totaled. 

“Behind the ballot box must 
be good, intelligent citizenship if 
what is to come out of the box 
is to be intelligent and. progres- 
sive. If there is corrupt, apathet- 
ic citizenship which puts ballots 
into the box, nothing good will 
come from it.” 

These young men and women 
have ideals. Adults too often have 
allowed the pressures of making 
a living to water down their 
ideals. That's why their frequent 
impatience with youthful ideals 
is in reality the expression of a 
guilt complex, 

Citizenship and _ politics 
stand a good transfusion of ideals. 


Prejudices 


These young people, who each 
year graduate a number of their 
members as voters, 
gent enough to see that they, 
from a rural region, are citizens 
of the whole state, and not just 
the rural communities. Their 
fathers may have listened to de- 
signing persons who cynically 
tried to prejudice country against 
city for the sake of votes. 

Today, as technology and ma- 
chinery transform all states into 
semi-urban regions, we are more 
than ever citizens with common 
interests. The cities depend on 
farmers for life} The cities sup- 
ply jobs and markets for the 
products of the farm and for the 
surplus labor. Even the small 
towns, once purely agricultural, 
now know the value of having a 
smal] factory or so to add pavy- 
rolls to the town. We are all in- 
terdependent on one another— 
the city people and the country 
people. The cities are made up 
of people who have come to them 
from the country. 

The old political frick of trying 
to make out the cities as wicked 
places, filled with interests preju- 
dicial to the country population 
was always false. It is even more 
so today when technology and 
machines have made us more di- 
rectly dependent on one another. 

Young people of the 4-H clubs 
and other similar organizations 
are holding on to their ideals and 
they are analyzing the things said 
to them. 

That is a requirement of citi- 
zenship—ideals and a trained, in- 
quiring mind which examines is- 
sues and accepts only the pure 
grain. They are doing to politics 
what seed-cleaning machines do 
to dirty seed, filled with noxious 
weeds. 

The hope of the future is tied 
up in them—and others like 
them ... with ideals and trained 
minds—with the work of head, 


heart, hand and health pledged |

The Peiping and Pyongyang ra- 
dios broadcast the protest to Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, UN com- 
mander, against the purported at- 
tack on Kaesong.

MeWhorter Told 
Of Price Gouging 


Chairman Matt L. McWhorter 
Thursday disclosed the Georgia 
Public Service Commission was 
launching a full-scale investiga- 
tion into “flagrant overcharges” 


by several moving van concerns.| 


The Commission chief said he 
may take legal action to bring the 
violating companies under direct 
jurisdiction of the State. 

Commissioner James Perry re- 
ported several days ago that the 
Commission had received numer- 
ous complaints in Atlanta against 
overcharges by moving companies. 

McWhorter said a preliminary 
{investigation indicates that some 
moving concerns here are not lf- 
censed by the city nor the State. 

Some of these unlicensed firms 
are making “exorbitant and un- 
reasonable” charges, McWhorter 
said. He added that the price- 
gouging firms are making charges 
“without rhyme or reason.” using 
no set standards for assessments. 

He said the Commission is now 
investigating whether it has juris- 
diction over these companies oper- 
ating only in Atlanta and the im- 
mediate surrounding area. 

“In all probability,” he said, “we 
will have a test court case to 
determine whether the Commis- 
sion has jurisdiction.” 

McWhorter said he would not 
mame the companies involved un- 
til he is ready to make a case.

It is encouraging that United Nations 
officials in Tokyo regard the breakdown in 
the Kaesong talks as temporary. There is 
strong evidence to support this belief, de- 
spite the Communists’ abrupt decision to 
break off negotiations. 


The overriding fact remains that the 
Communists have far more to gain than to 
lose by a cease-fire. Our forces are firmly 
entrenched in. the best defensive positions 
they have occupied at any time in the Ko- 
rean conflict. UN commanders say the 
enemy is unable to mount an offensive 
which would dislodge our troops. Unless 
Russia is willing to come to the assistance 
of fommunist China and North Korea in 
an all-out manner—which means men and 
planes and tanks and all the equipment of 
war—a resumption of heavy fighting in 
Korea would only mean additional stag- 
gering losses for the Reds. They cannot 
hope to drive us off the peninsula, as was 
once their proud boast. 


If Russia should enter the fighting as a 
full-fledged participant another world war 
would result. Theré is no indication Mos- 
cow yet is willing to risk that. 


Some well-informed observers believe 
the Soviet Union wants to use the Kaesong 
talks as a lever to pry concessions at the 
San Francisco conference for the signing 
of a peace treaty with Japan. Russia sud- 
denly decided several days ago to join this 
conference after repeatedly denouncing it 
as illegal. There can be no doubt Moscow 
would like to scuttle the proposed treaty, 
one result of which would be to permit 
United States forces to remain in Japan as 
garrison troops. Such an arrangement

‘ambitions in the Pacific. Japan is the key 


to the defense of a large portion of that 
area. 7 

It is not at all unlikely the present dead- 
lock may be broken by Communist con- 
cessions dramatically timed to coincide 
with the proceedings at the San Francisco 
conference to “prove” Communist good 
faith in the search for peace. But Western 
delegates are all too familiar with such 
tactics and are not apt to be deceived. 

This is but another Communist attempt 
at trickery, designed specifically to. bring 
about a temporary breakdown in the nego- 
tiations in order to’serve the Communists’ 
own purposes. Evidence of the alleged 
bombing of Kaesong is virtually non- 
existent. If the enemy had a case he would 
have permitted the investigation to con- 
tinue after daylight. 

We are fortunate indeed that Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway is in charge of nego- 
tiations for the UN. Gen. Ridgway has 
demonstrated commendable firmness. He 
does not hesitate to let the Communists 
know they are liars and tricksters. But he 
is handling the situation with skill and 
patience. Gen. Ridgway is the first Ameri- 
can since Gen. Lucius Clay in Berlin to 
exhibit real -patience—combined with the 
necessary firmness—in dealing with the 
Communists. He has done, and is doing, 
a remarkable job. 

The outlook now is dark but we remain 
of the opinion the Communists genuinely 
want a cease-fire in Korea, simply because 
it is to their own advantage. The alterna- 
tive to a truce is too plain for the Kremlin 
to ignore. 


Bulloch County Believes in; School Consolidation 


Citizens of Statesboro and Bulloch 
County took what we consider a forward 
step Tuesday when they voted almost nine 
to one for a consolidation of city and 
county schools. 


The proposed merger had the approval 
of both city and county boards of educa- 
tion. In keeping with the decision ofthe 
electorate, members of both boards will 
resign and a new county board will be 
named to replace them. 


The Bulloch Herald had endorsed the 
consolidation proposal, saying, “The future 
of the schools of Statesboro and Bulloch 
County hinges on thé outcome of this efec- 
tion.

Political Report, 
Pure and Simple 


WASHINGTON—The minority report filed 
by eight Republican members of the Senate 
committee which investigated the dismissal of 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur may be marked down as a political 
document, pure and simple. 


When the hearings ended, an overwhelming majority of the 
committee decided against.issuing any report at all. That was 
tantamount to saying majority members found no basic criticism 
to make of the President’s action in relieving General MacArthur 
of his Far Eastern command, 


But eight minority members—eight out of 26—could not resist 
the temptation to play politics. They used the MacArthur hear- 


ings as the basis for a blistering attack on President Truman and. 
the Far Eastern policy the administration has laid down during 


the past several years. 


The extensive testimony taken in the Senate 
Debunked investigation left General MacArthur without 
a leg to stand on. Never was a military commander more thor- 
oughly debunked. No one denies his great ability as a general 
and administrator, but when he invaded the field of policy he 


. was shown to be out of his realm. 


If the majority members of the committee had chosen to write 
a comprehensive report on the investigation, it is inconceivable 
that MacArthur could have escaped without a damaging attack 
on his failure to hold himself amenable to the military discipline 
in which he was long indoctrinated. 

His willingness to precipitate a political issue over points of 
our foreign policy with which he disagreed was. a secondary phase 
of his dismissal. 


: ° Judging from the way the initial agitation has 
Getting Wise subsided, the public has come to make a sane 
appraisal of the case. In the beginning there was much emotional 
excitement; now the whole business is about forgotten. 


Since there is no majority report to meet thé criticism of the 


eight minority members, the best answer is to be found in the 


separate statement filed by another minority member, Sen, Wayne 
Morse of Oregon. Refusing to go along with his Republican col- 
leagues on the joint committee, he took them severely to task for 
making “highly biased and partisan” criticism of. administration 
policies in the firing of MacArthur. 


Morse said the President was not only justified in dismissing 
the general, but would have been “derelict in his duty” if he 
had not. 


Other Republicans like Senators Lodge and Saltonstall, of Mas- 
sachusetts, also declined to associate themselves with the minority 
group. 

When Republicans are thus divided on what started out as 
a potent issue, it is pretty good evidence of the political under- 
tones involved.

Atomic Plenty’s Meaning 


WASHINGTON—If the Atomic Energy Commission’s experi- 
mental breeder reactor successfully passes its tests this fall, the 
eventual result will be to multiply by more than 100 times the 
American supply of fissionable raw stuff. Even if the fall tests go 
perfectly, perhaps five years may be needed to complete the current 
experiments, to design and build large scale breeder reactors, and 
to get them into production. 

Yet this enormous prospective increase in our atomic resources 
is nonetheless a sound symbol of the revolution that is going on 


_in the vital field of atomic energy. Even now, improvements in 


weapons design and other factors are beginning to transform fis- 
sionable raw stuff, once so incredibly scarce and valuable, into 
relatively plentiful military commodity. : 

This transformation in turn alters the very foundations of 
America’s postwar strategic planning. 


Early Aim Because the raw stuff of atomic weapons was 

so rare and so special, the former aim was to 
use atomic weapons only where they would produce the maximum 
of devastation. In peace, the power to destroy the enemy’s vital 
centers was to serve as the chief deterrent to aggression. 

And if war came, a great strategic air offensive was instantly 
to be launched, to destroy the enemy’s war potential and change 
the balance of the fighting. 

There could be no question whatever of the soundness of this 
concept, so long as the basic assumption, concerning the rarity and 
value of fissionable raw stuff, continued to hold true. But now 
that this basic assumption is ceasing to be correct, the planning 
concept must certainly be re-examined. 

On the one hand, the improvements in weapons design have 
produced an atomic weapon using “sub-critical” quantities of fis- 
sionable raw stuff, which is adapted to use on the battlefield against 
enemy ground forces. Nothing could be more revolutionary in 
infantry fighting than this terrible weapon, which can almost utterly 
destroy any great concentration of men and armor and artillery. 
Vast concentrations of men and armor and artlilery, to break the 
enemy lines by sheer weight of man power and fire power, are the 
very heart of Soviet infantry tactics. - 

The perfection of. these tactical atomic weapons must be re- 
garded as drastically altering the balance of power between the 
armies of the Soviet Union and the armies of the West. So long as 
we have these weapons and’ the Soviets do not—and for many 
technical reasons this should be for some years’ time—the modest 
force that Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower is building in Western Europe 
ought to be capable of decisively repelling the vastly more nu- 
merous divisions of the Kremlin and its satellites. 


; On the other hand, the detonation of 
Serious Problem the 100 kiloton atomic bomb at Eniwe- 
tok, and the probability that the even more terrible hydrogen bomb 
will later be produced, also increase the devastating power of the 
strategic air offensive. But the prospective change in the balance 
of power between the armies immediately poses a new problem. 
Should this fearful devastating power of strategic air be used im- 
mediately, or should it be held in reserve, to be used only if the 
Soviets launch an air offensive against us? 

It is not the intention here to argue for or against the revolu- 
tion in our strategy that would be implied by holding our strategic 
air power in reserve. But it is the intention to suggest that the 
problem is a desperately serious one, needing much more careful 
exploration than the rather gingerly studies now being conducted 
in the Pentagon. | : 

The trouble, of course, is that the problem immediately raises 
the old question, “Who's top dog between the services?” This same 
question actually delayed the Nevada tests of tactical. atomic 
weapons until Korea gave the spur. It is now preventing honest 
assessment of the current needs of the Air Force.

Tobin, president of the Teamsters’ Union, a magnificent old mountebank who has 
held his own with Roosevelt, Lewis, William Green and psalm-singing Phil Mur- 


ray, the holy hand-washer of the CIO. Mr. Tobin is also the editor of the Interna- 
tional Teamster,.an organ of personal praise published at the expense of his sub- 


jects, and comparable in the matter of self-idolatry to Dave Dubinsky’s Justice. For pure, inimitable, 
serene fat-headedness, innocent of guile or sense o f proportion, there is no runner-up to Mr. Tobin. He 
is absolutely sincere. He believes that he is one of the finest men who ever lived. 


He even thinks he is honest, moreover, and 


‘thus creates an effect of absurdity beyond the 


striving of any fictioneer who ever lived. Dick- 
ens would have toned him down. 


It appears that Mr. Tobin has been of- 
fended by the sordid greed of some col- 
leagues in the racket who have clipped their 
stiffs for salaries of $100,000. This is a knock 
on the racket, for immemorial and ever-re- 
liable custom has held the official bite down 
to modest figures and made up the difference 
in spontaneous gift-offerings not in excess 
of $2,999. 


Any spontaneous token of appreciation of 
$3,000 or more comes within the purview of the 
Internal Revenue. There are so many other ways 
of achieving an income of $100,000 that a labor- 
statesman crude-enough to take it straight frem 
the kitty and write it on the books fully merits 
the contempt of Mr. Tobin, and gets it.

son who was “head of the International Statis- 


tical Department” at $10,000. Frank was also a 
member of the trucking commission of the 
War Labor Board at a salary demurely withheld 
from public knowledge lest the profit motive be 
unduly exploited. : 

Little remains to be told. Mr. Tobin, with his 
delicate repugnance to a high salary, which 
would be taxable, put through an amendment to 
the Constitution which is still unique ‘among all 
such charters alike for its cunning and its per- 
manence. By this proviso, as long as he shall 
live, this great man “for the purpose of conserv- 
ing his health, may, in his discretion, travel in 
this country or abroad and may take periodic 
rests.” 

And the union treasury “shall provide for all 
expenses of the general president and the said 
expenses shall include travel in this country and 
abroad and the full and complete maintenance 
of his wife so that she can accompany the gen- 
eral president and all secretarial help which he 
deems necessary while engaged as afore referred 
to.” And car and chauffeur, of course. 

And, so that there shall be no doubt about it, 
“the expenses provided herein are in addition 
to all other constitutional compensation and al- 
lowances,” and the maintenance of the winter 
palace at Miami Beach and the summer place 
at Quincy, Mass. 

And, finally, these royal perquisites “shall 
apply only to the present incumbent of the office 
of general president,” so help me God!

How’s Feller To Be Ranked?

NEW YORK, Aug. 23—Bob Feller’s place among top- 
ranking pitchers won’t be too easy to establish. For one 
reason—no other pitcher was ever called from the game at 
the age of 24 and kept out of major league baseball action 
for what should have been the four best years of his career. 
Feller was just 24 when he enlisted in the Navy in 1942. He 
was 28 when he returned late in 1945, having spent four years in a 
Navy uniform in place of a baseball outfit. 
| The Van Meter hurricane was 18 
years old when he reported to Cleveland 
in 1936—15 years ago. In that debut sea- 
son, Rapid Robert worked 62 innings and 
struck out 76 men. No rookie had ever 
done this before. In one exhibition game 
he struck out eight Cardinals in three 
innings—eight of the nine men who faced 
B® him.

26 Game Winners Hard To Find 


It must be recalled that recent years have been tough on 
pitchers and their records. Dizzy Dean pitched his 30-game 
season back in 1934, 17 years ago. Feller and Hal Newhouser 
were the last two pitchers able to win 26 games in one season. 
They reached this mark in 1946. Feller fanned 348 men that 
year. Few pitchers reach or pass the 20-game mark these un- 
happy pitching days. Bob Lemon is the only one around who 
has won 20 or more games three years in a row. He can make 
it four years by October. 


Vic Raschi is the Yankee star who should make it three years 
im a row this season. But remember these men are all struggling 
to reach 20 games. As fine a pitcher as big Don Newcombe has 
had his 20-game troubles. But here is Feller on his way to lead 
the league with any luck, with a chance to win at least 25 games 
before the curtain topples. 

It might be remembered that it seems to be harder to win 25 
‘games in these parlous days than it used to take for a 30- or a 33- 
igh? year. Feller’s place has to be extremely high up. Just how 
igh? Why not wait until he is through as a major leaguer?

Water Bond 
Election Set 
At East Point 


An ordinance calling for a spe- 
cial $400,000 water bond election 
Sept. 25 in East Point was unani- 
mously voted into effect Thursday 
night by City Council in special 
session. : 

The bond issue, if approvéd by 
East Point voters, will be used to 
“enlarge and improve the city’s 
water system.” Repayment would 
be made in full in 22 years from 
date of issuance. 2 

The plan calls for the issuance 
of 400 one-thousand dollar bonds 
bearing two and one-half percent 
interest. 

If the $400,000 water bond is 
approved, it will bring the city’s 
indebtedness to $1.193,000, making 
annual payments for general obli- 
gations amount to $80,000. Pay- 
ments on the water bond would 
be made out of all revenues of 
the city. 

East Point’s total current assess- 
ments were reported to be nearly 
$18,000,000 and an_e additional 
three to five million is expected 
to be added before the first water 
bond payment would be due.

She peers through her window, which faces the street, and 
watches every move I make; and comments about everything I 
do, always unfavorably. 

Please, what shall I do?—R. B. 

DEAR R. B.: All this agitation about a mere man’s coming to 
dinner once a week is perfectly ridiculous. It makes the comic 
valentine jests about spinster psychology sound too true. Your 
turkey-necked neighbor across the way is a pitiable figure, crack- 
ing under the strain of her manless loneliness, I gather—with 
nothing to do the livelong day except peck for crumbs of excite- 
ment in the vicinity. 


A sensible slant on the situation, from your side of the 
fence, is to recognize that the woman’s vile baseless gossip 
about your activities is her problem, really, inasmuch as it 
stems from her sick mind, and bears no resemblance to the 
facts of the case.

The serious point I would make is that you mustn’t feel 
apologetic or threatened by jealous gossip, when you are doing 
nothing wrong. Certainly sane minds will see nothing wrong in 
your having this good man to dinner, as a favor to his daughter 
and because you enjoy him. 

So, for‘advice, stay right where you are. Keep up your friend- 
ship with the man; and don’t disturb him with gossip about it. 
But take a look at your thoughts, to see if your imagination isn’t 
getting a little fevered, too. 

For good emotional balance you need a real confidante—and 
perhaps your doctor, or clergyman, or the leader of your Sunday 
School group would fill the role—M. H.

Country Move to Town 


May Be Danger to U. S. 


Country coming to town may 
be the downfall of America, a 
visiting educator and com- 
munity planner, Dr, Arthur E, 
Morgan, says. 

Up to 100 years ago, 90 per- 
cent of Americans lived in vil- 
lages. Now only a third of our 
people do, reports Dr. Morgan, 
who is president of a small- 
community sponsoring associa- 
tion, “Community Services, Inc.” 
Past president of Antioch 
(Ohio) College, and chairman of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
from 1933 to 1938, Dr. Morgan 
now tours America and the 
world studying kinds of social 
living. 


City families die out. The 
birth rate isn’t high enough 
for children to replace their 
parents, according to Dr. 
Morgan. 


“Cities live on migration from 
rural areas. They will soon 
drain these areas dry,” he says. 


Parts of America are already 
“withered” of hardy, village 
stock, for instance sections of 
New Jersey and New England, 
he continues. 

“Take a look at how many 
American leaders came from 
small fowns. We’re losing that 
kind of leadership,” he stresses. 

The character of a child is de- 
termined by the time he is 10 
or 15 years old. A child reflects 
his family, neighbors, associa- 
tions. He needs the fine stand- 
ards of courtesy, integrity, de- 
pendabléness that come from 
“intimate” small - community 


living, according to this edu- 
cator. 


Cities try to simulate com- 
munity living, but there are too 
many barriers. A city child 
builds up a harmful self-defen- 
sive attitude. 


“Greece, Rome, Egypt and 
Arabia dissolved after their 
small communities emptied 
into the big cities,” he re- 
minds. The Arabian empire, 
which was bigger than the U. 
S. about 900 A. D., crumbled 
when all its peoples migrated 
to the cities. 


“The South is a couple of 
generations behind in this 
move-to-the-city trend,” he 
says. “You still have time to 
wake up and save yourself.” 


What to do? First, he urges 
that Southerners realize no so- 
ciety survives without its small- 
town people; second, realize that 
small communities are deteri- 
orating in America: third, visu- 
alize the fine possibilities of 
small-town living. 

“Business men, educators and 
technicians must get together 
and devise ways and means to 
keep people in small towns,” 
Dr. Morgan urges. 

Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand are already working to 
save their small communities, 
according to Dr, Morgan.

When och bells ring many mothers will be faced with the problem of school benches. 
a reader told us how she worked with her children this Summer to solve the situation. 


fine idea that we are passing it along to help other mothers. 


Our reader has three school 
lunches to pack every morning. 
That took quite a bit of time 
so she decided to teach the chil- 


dren to cook enough to make 
them ‘want to fix their own 
lunches. They have learned to 
make simple soups and milk 
drinks, all kinds of sandwiches 
and even some easy desserts. 
Now when school starts they 
are ready to do things for them- 
selves. 

There are still several weeks 
left in which ydéur children can 
at least learn to properly make 
and wrap sandwiches, the main- 
stay of any carried lunch. If 
the children are Scouts, Camp 
Fire or Girl Reserves you have 
an added inducement for-.urging 
them to learn to cook “for honor 
awards.” 
ning is to give them ‘their own 
cookbook. 

For fledglings there are a 
number of cook books written 
in thei: language and with easy 
to follow illustrations. Some 
of the best ones are: “The Young 
Folks Cook Book,” by Harriet 
and Laurence Lustig; “Miss B’s 
First Cook Book” by Peggy 
Hoffman; . “Children’s Picture 
Cook Book” by Margaret Gos- 
sett; “Joy of Cooking for Boys 
and Girls,” by Irma Rombauer; 
“Fannie Farmer’s Junior Cook

Book” and “It’s Fun to Cook,” 
by Lucy Maltby. 

So the children will plan ade- 
quate lunches ‘paste a Good 
Lunch Pattern inside the cup- 
board door for their guidance. 
Remember a lunch for them 
should supply at least, one third 
of their daily food needs, that 
means a pattern about like this: 

Milk: One-half pint. To be 
carried in a thermos or to be 
bought at school. 

Sandwiches: One or two bread 
and butter sandwiches filled 
with cheese, meat, eggs, fish, 
poultry, peanut butter. 

Vegetables and Fruit: Two 
servings (one of each or two 
vegetables or two fruits).

Here are some things you can 
do to make lunch box packing 
easier: 

1. Have a sandwich making 
center in a central spot with 
the correct and necessary equip- 
ment there. The week’s lunch 
box menus cam be posted in the 


drawer where utensils are kept 
or inside of the cupboard door 
of this work space. Keep all 
utensils used in preparing and 
packing lunches together. This 
would include such items as 
waxed paper, paper containers 
and napkins, sacks or paper and 
string (if a lunch box is not 
used), bread knife and board, 
paring knife, spatulas, small 
bowls, measuring spoons, mix- 
ing spoons, small slips of paper, 
pencil, scissors, salt and pep- 
per, a fork and spoon to carry 
in the lunch box, and any of 
those staples that are used often 
but do not require refrigeration.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—(7)— 
The Army said Thursday new 
tests, starting in January, will be 
given to draftees who have 
flunked pre-induction mental ex- 
aminations. 

The Army said that up to July, 
249,684 draft registrants had 
failed the armed forces qualifica- 
tion tests, the written exam given 
all draftees and enlistees before 
they go into service. It-is distinct 
from the deferment test recently 
given college students.

By Big Industrial Plants 


Pulp Mills Only Large Project 
In State Since First of Year 


By BILL BORING 
This state needs more factories—a heck of a lot more. 
After World War II we began making big strides toward 
balancing our agriculture with industry but about the first 
of 1951 the plant-site seekers began avoiding us like the, 


plague. 

With the exception of three pulp 
mills which have announced plans 
to locate here Georgia hasn’t land- 
ed a single big industry in six 
months. Lockheed came here, but 
on Government money and with a 
Government-built house already to 
move into. 


All this time neighboring states 
have been going crazy with in- 
dustrial fever. Terrifically big 
plants are being plopped down in 
South Carolina, Alabama, Tennes- 
see, North Carolina, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Kentucky and even 
Arkansas almost daily. 


Recent prizes among the other 
states include Deering - Millikin 
of Westinghouse, Owens-Corning 
Glass, and Singer Sewing Machine 
in South Carolina: Westinghouse, 
General Electric, Chemstrand and 
Lustre Fibres (they say it’ll be the 
world’s biggest rayon plant) in 
Alabama; two big American 
Woolen Co, plants in North Caro- 
lina; General Electric in Ken- 
tucky; Babcock & Wilcox and 
Alexander-Smith and Textron 
in Mississippi, and Textron in 
Tennessee. 

These are only a handful of 
the industries—big, manufacturing 
concerns, not warehouses or ship- 

g depots—Georgia has missed 

recent months. 


Georgia needs new industries 
and just why it isn’t getting them, 
ust why neighboring states are 
being selected instead of Georgia, 
is difficult to pin down. 


It isn’t a lack of power. We’re 
a leader in that line. It isn’t be- 
cause of climate. Ours is the best. 
It isn’t for reasons of strategic lo- 
cation. We're more strategically 
located than any of our neighbors. 
It isn’t for lack of natural re- 
sources. Our natural resources are 
abundant and comparatively un- 
touched. It isn’t for lack of trans- 

rtation. We’re ahead of them all 
n that department. 


It isn’t for lack of labor. The

Ernest Hemingway and Blas- 
co Ibanez have pretty well cov- 
ered bullfighting from the an- 
gle of the bull- 
fighters, but so 
far nobody has 
covered it 
frem the side 
of the bull. 
The average 
American, see- 
ing a bullfight 
for the first 
time, -thinks 
just any old 
bull will do, 
so long as the ee a 
sicadcoere,: —e 
matadors and Ernest Hemingway 
toreros can get him mad 
enough, but that is very far 
from the fact. It takes five 
years to raise a bull for those 
brief 10 minutes of glory in the 
ring, and he comes from the 
best blooded stock in Spain. 
Raising bulls for the ring is 


one of the most important, if 
least publicized businesses, on 
the Iberian peninsular. And 
“brave bulls” is no figure of 
speech, nor just the title for a 
movie. That is a particular 
breed. A brave bull who is a 
particularly good fighter, who 
knows all the moves as well as 
the torero does—that is, up to 
the final moment of meeting 
death—is called a ‘“‘noble,” brave 
bull. 

‘The brave cows are even 
more savage fighters, but are 
not so easy to train. When they 
fight, they fight to kill. They 
do not, like the brave bull, 
close their eyes when attack- 
ing the torero’s red cape—they 
go after the cape or anything 
else in sight with no particular 
priority, and no holds barred 
(bearing out Kipling’s theory 
that the female of the species 
is more deadly ¢han the male). 
Which is why a brave cow is 
never used in the ring. The 
cows are kept for breeding pur- 
poses and eventually sold to a 
slaughter house. The brave bulls 
are given a workout when they 
are a year old. If they do not 
show the proper fighting spirit, 
they are sold to a slaughter 
house—never to any other 
breeder. An association of bull 
breeders sees to that.- Even the

Dr.. 
Infant Feeding 


Back in the days when legs 
showed only in a high wind doce 
tors made a practice of prescrib- 
ing sodium citrate (citrate of 
soda) for the modification of 
cow’s milk for infant feeding. 
From one to two grains of it 
added to each fluid ounce of milk 
served to ‘prevent formation of 
large curds in the  infant’s 
stomach. 

A little later citrate of soda was 
superseded by lime water in milk 
modification. 

Lime water is made by putting 


.a lump of unslaked lime the size 
‘of a walnut 


in two quarts of 
boiled water in an earthen crock 
or jar. The water should be cold, 
not hot. Stir thoroughly, and al- 
low it to settle. Pour off the clear 
liquid without stirring up the sed- 
iment. The clear liquid is lime 
water. 

A teaspoonful or two added to 
each glass of milk or each feeding 
prevents formation of large curds, 
Lime water is weak stuff—there 
is more lime (calcium) in a glass 
of good milk than in a glass of 
water. It is a feeble anti-acid, 
non-irritating, does not release or 
generate gas itself, as does bicar- 
bonate of soda. 

Still later, lime water for milk 
modification went out of fashion 
in infant feeding, mainly because 
better and more natural modifica- 
tion of cow’s milk for infant feed- 
ing is effected by simply diluting 
the milk with plain boiled water 
—say one part fresh milk diluted 
with two parts water, and the 
mixture sweetened with a spoon- 
ful or two of milk sugar (lactose) 
—the sugar naturally present in 
milk. 

For infants five or six months 
old strained oatmeal water or 
strained barley water may be 
used in place of part of the water 


‘for diluting cow’s milk to modify 
\it for feeding. Oatmeal water is 


more laxative than barley water. 
The oatmeal or barley water 
should be replaced with first un- 
strained oatmeal or barley water 
after a few weeks and then grad- 
ually with thin gruel, so that the 
baby at six or seven months will 
go for a dish of cereal gruel just 
as eagerly as for ripe banana.
